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The Raffed OrooM.

The woodcock, derk-cjied bird ol mjilerj, 0*7 dog bU lore 
longt Id tbe glOBinlDg of the BprlDg-Ume, ud feed to alder della 
beaeath tbe light of itara, but when tbe winds of NoTember eblU 
tbe daja, and MoTember froata bardeo the loam and cover tbe 
pools with Ice, be carea not for our love of him, but deserts ua 
Tba plump and succulent plover maj whistle all the Summer 
long In his upland borne, but ere September comes to tinge tbe 
foreata, be starts for other climes, and we eee no more of him; 
neither do we bear bis call high In air as In earlj Anguat The 
quail from some fence top maj pipe hls notes as the sun goes 
down, but tbej are strange sounds here In mj northern home, 
for though quick ol wing and vigorous of body for hls slae, be 
cannot breast our storms of snow or burst through tbeir crusts aa 
tbej form above him, nestling with bis family. Tbe snipe, 
ana ic bird. Is but a bird of passage and deserves no mention, 
and tbe grouse, he of tbe prairie and tbe plains, la too far away 
to write about. But there Is a bird, even now wandering In our 
wooded lowlands, upon our monnlaln aides and blllsidar, who 
does not forsake ua for a warmer clime, and of him my tale shall 
be; the ruSed grouse, bird king of all our land. Him you can 
Ifnd with us day and nigbt, and at all seasons of the year. If In 
tbe early Spring you wander through our flelda and sunny woods 
for buds and flowers, you may bear tbe ruffed grouse drumming 
upon the hillside, but i’ll warrant It will puisle you to tell tbe 
spot whence that booming cornea. If In tbe Summer time, with 
rod In hand you follow some trout brook aa It dashes down from 
among tbe hills and out through the Interval, you may catch 
sight of him as be whir’s out from a clump of bushes and la lost 
to view •gain In the leafy labyrinth. And when In the Autumn 
of the year yon wander through the groves upon tbe hill or In 
the vallefv gdu may start him from hls retreat amid the under¬ 
growth, anggapeclally will the whir of hls wings be sweet music 
to your ears If out with dog and gun. If, when tba snow lies 
deep and fresh over hill and vale, and the Winter winds moan 
through tbe forests, you are hunting the northern bare or cunning 
Reynard, you may start the raffed grouse from some fallen tree 
top, or perhaps from the thtck-clotbed hemlock Just above yonr 
bead. Truly, he Is no faint-hearted, tender knight to algb for a 
southern home, but brave and hardy as tbe ragged hills among 
which he Is reared, be breasts tbe cold and storms of Winter, the 
sleet and floods of Spring. Ought not, then, tbe sportsmen's 
love and admiration to go out to such a bird as thief Ought not 
he to prove loyal to this bird so loyal to him, to this bird who 
furnishes such royal sport when sclentlflcally pursaedi What If 
that fascinating writer, Frank Forester, did call this bird of ours 
unworthy of hls attention In tbe Held, forsooth, just because As 
met with poor success In the bunting of him amid the groves of 
Connecticut. Need others forevermore keep up the same refrain 1 
It only proves to my mind tbe bird's royal breeding and royal 
ways,slnce he could baffle and flU with chagrin such a man as we 
all believe Forester to have been. How often many a sportsman 
has heaped Imprecations npon tbe head of this ^lant grouse, 
when with a whir of defiance he has baffled the skill of both man 
dog. How often has man stood utterly discouraged as some old 
cock grouse, flushed for tbe seventh time, has rushed on pinions 
swift and sirong over tbe hilltop or down tbe hillside and away. 
Bat does all this prove the bird a fool and unworthy of a spor:s- 
man’s time I or, on tbe other band, does It prove the sportsman 
uniforthy to meet him In tbe lists of wo^land battlel For 
myself, at such times, I plead guilty to tbe latter. Tet 
many anolher will only own to the former, as did our 
lamented Herbert. Of all birds bunted with tbe setter or pointer 
none are more dlfflcnlt to bring to bag than tbe ruffed grouse. 
None require such skill, both In man and dog, yes, and gun, too, 
as this bird, so royal to our woodlands. Rlgot royally does he 
cleave. In hls flight, the thickest bush, the most dense foresta; 
never faltering, never weakening, but off like a hurricane, and 
quick, cool and true must be tbe aim and si rung the charge that 
stops him, clean killed. In hls rush. Here, In Western New Hamp¬ 
shire, the sportsman depends principally for hls sport over dogs, 
upon the ruffed grouse (Ifousa utnbtllut), called partridge In 
New Ragland and pheasant In tbe West and South, and wood¬ 
cock; and such sport as these two birds can give when banted in 
their season. Is glorious. In this section, of tbe two, the ruffed 
grouse Is more generally bunted, and bravely does be bold hls 
own against traps and snares, ag^nst the man who shoots him, 
hiding upon some limb above a yelping cur or spaniel, and 
against the man who shoots him over tbe setter or pointer. A 
good many birds are bagged with the asalstanee of a dog that 
flushes them and lastsotly gives tongue, which causes them 
often to take to tbe neighboring trees, where tbe gunner can. If 
be be still of foot and keen of ^ht, approach and shoot them. 
Tbe dog must keep up a conUnual yelping to hold the attention 
of the bird, who sits half hidden amid the branches, appearing, 
from tbe distance, not unlike tbe stub of a broken limb or a huge 
knot, and many an Innocent knot has been peppered Just on that 
scconnt, and many a grouse escaped. 

There Is an old tradition that. In tbe West, tbe owl Is captured 
by first driving him from the woods Into a clearing, where be 
lights upon a slump, and then walking around and around him 
till be twists hls head off, as he follows you with hls eyes. And 
there Is a rumor that, here In the Rut, by driving, with a yelp- 
IBg cur, a brood of grouse to some tree, a man may shoot them 
all, one by one, provided he will only have the coolness to shoot 
tbe birds on tbe lower llmbe first, and then work bis path of 
death upward, heavenward; but heaven protect us from such 
traditions and such rumors. 1 have s:eo owls, and killed them. 

I have hunted the ruffed grouse. In years gone by, with a dog to 
drive them to the trees, days when, for me, shooting a raffed 
grouse flying was not dreamed of; but never have I caught an owl 
as tradition has It, and never have I seen a brood of grouse driven 
to a tree and wait to be killed, falling as the leaves fall from tba 
branebea. They may breed them In some aectlons of this brood 
land, but I have ever been a stranger to them and they to me. 
It la true, that back In tbe danseSloreatt tbe raffed grouse Is a 
bird of rutbar an unauapectlng nature, and I have found him In 
certain parts of tbe Adlrondscks and Canada quite easy to ap¬ 
proach, but never to Indifferent to life as to sit and be butcher^ 
when once the leston had been taught bim from tba fall of 
otbeiB. He bos bla fhalta, as do all great men and birds, bat 
such stupidity, babltoal. Is not one of them. 

In hls woodland home the ruffed grouse la a bird of lordly mein, 
and It la here, with no avU latent In your heart, that you can beat 
learn hie nntatored waya, and get at thoaa accrete of hie lorest 
Ilfs, which are beyond your reach when once he la aroneed. 

How bold be looks, aa during tba Spring days, days suggaatlve 
to him of hls duties, be monnte some favorite log and sends forth 
hit deep. Intonating challenge, or. It may be, hit love oall; and 
how be strals, with neck drawn back In curve, with lowered 
wings and tall onuprMd, eract, and how thoea dark, gloaey raffs 
expand and that top-knot rises—It Is Ilka the plnmed helmet of 
a Imlght,—even while tbe echo of] bla booming la raverberutlng 
through tba woodland. 

I know of a nalghborlng blllaide, upon whioh, amid the grow¬ 
ing Urehee, pinea and bemlockt, there Uaa, and bee lain for 
years, the decaying trank of a huge pine, prob^y of nrtmeval 
^uwth. It la nmm c o ve r ed, here and there, and eee end la Bear- 
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ly lost to sight, from the gathering of a fungna growth, the work 
of years, its limbs have long eloce dropped off and dlmppcared, 
tome, perhaps, to kindle tbe woodsman’s eamp-flre, and otbere, 
decaying where they fell, have left onlv a mellow aemblance. Its 
stump la but a mould of dry decay. Here, upon this log, I have 
teen the cock grouse strut In all nit pomp anid self-contentment, 
and then, lowering his crest and raffs, perform thoae movements, 
the reealt of which Is that atrange booming one bears In spring 
time and again In autumn months. It la alow at first and 
measured, then Increaaet to a runtlnaous roar like the reveille of 
tbe drummer boy, and Is tbe result of the bird’s bringlDg hls 
wlnga, while retilng upon hit torsi, with a quick stroke toward 
the breast till they almost teem to meet In front, but the sound 
Is produced not by their meeting, I am confident, bnt by the con- 
cosalons of the air. 

That tbe raffed gronte la strong of wing, yon, who are familiar 
with hls rush, will not deny; and that be It well able to beat tbe 
air with tuch force and rapidity as to produce this booming, you 
should admit For did he beat hit wlnga against each other, 
above bis back, think you they would not show marks of such a 
thrashing, or did he beat bis tides or breast would not hit plumage 
look tbe worse and give tome Indication of tie panlshmantl And 
bealdea all this, tbe aonnd la aomewbat different from that pro¬ 
duced by the chanticleer aa he beats hls wlnga; It baa a more hol¬ 
low sound, and when at Its loudest not nnllka thunder muffled 
by the distance. 

Different people see things in different lights, and tbe light In 
which I have seen tbe ruffed grouse drum, has been tbe light of 
day, softened by the shadows of tbe trees, yet clear and pure, and 
my eyes have looked with an eager glance and canght tbe move¬ 
ment of hls wings as their first few strokes upon the air warned 
of the coming reveille, and after that—well, tbe light of day to 
any human eyes is naught, for only spirit eyes can watch each 
movement. And what wonder it there that, with all this power 
embodied In hit wings, the ruffed grouse should make our wood¬ 
lands echo; and with all the beauty that hla form and dress 
poetess, why should he not march with a stately step along bis 
forest halls and rejoice as It suite bis bcatt The glades and hills 
are hla by tenure. In Springtime as well as Winter, In Autumn at 
well as Summer, and being to the manor bred, he wanders through 

them, —for a grouse travels many a patch In a tingle day with¬ 
out taking wing unleea disturbed, with an Inborn, pardonable 
pride. 

But with all this vanity of hls. If such you have a mind to call 
It, be la a brave bird too; a gallant rover of the forest roads; a 
knight of tbe free lance, and tbongh not only a bigamist but a 
polygamist by nature, still he believes that " none bnt the brave 
deserve the fair,” and will battle for hit loves with all hls strength, 
and tbe forest glades and sequestered bill-tides are tbe scenes of 
many a fierce contest, with seldom an eye to witness, save that of 
the thrash or wren. 

And during these days, where is tbe lady bird, and what are 
her ways and deeds 1 As to her ways, she Is very modest, and 
graceful too, at she wanders through tbe woodland, plucking 
here a bud and there a berry, from tbe MUchtUa tcpsnj, and her 
deeds are such as make tbe sportsman’s heart glad when Autumn 
comes. In her rambles she finds some quiet, i^eltered spot, per- 
hapi near a bunch of brush or under a low spreading tree, that 
Is pleasing to her ladyship, and here she builds her nest of twigs 
and leaves, not much, by the way, at a specimen of bird archltee- 
tnre, lays her rich, cream-colored eggs, perhaps a doxen In num¬ 
ber and of tbe sire of tbe bantama. It it she, who from this time 
forth, takes full charge of tbe hatching, and then tbe rearing of 
the family,—for tbe cock grouse, and shame be to him for It, 
gives DO asatstance, bnt roams without care, sure to fill hls craw; 
and how faithfully she performs her duties, every one knows 
who has ever found her upon tbe neet, or later, came npon her 
with her family of little ones. Wary is lAr, and her brown eyes 
gleam with mlatrust at tbe slightest noise that Is to her a strange 
one, at lAs rosrrs her nsti of eggs all tbe day long, and night 
long too. for I have never yet found her wanderlog from her 
home. 

The little ones, unlike birds of lower lineage, can ran to soon 
at batched, and are at active aa acrobats and shy as foxes, and 
altogether, very cnanlng In their downy clothing. Tbe mother 
bird la a heroine In her own right, and her life wUI she endanger 
to protect her darlings. How her quick, sharp cry of warning 
pierces the woody alienee, and bow It causes the little once to dis¬ 
appear, like spirits, at you approach. How the fluttera and feigns 
lame and wounded, and leads you a sorry chase. If yon will only 
follow, throngfa the undergrowth, everywhere, anywhere, out 
from tbe danger to her family. Tee, the will lead yon a wind¬ 
ing traek,aad then, prmho, you tee her no more,for she la away on 
pinions strong and swift, and over-vigorous from maternal love. 
She takea a wide circle In her flight, and dropa silently Just under 
a low throb or tree, where she awalte a little while, llatenlng for 
tbe step of her pursuer. All It atlU, the little ones listening for 
that expectant ^1 of safety, which never yet deceived them, and 
she glides out from her biding place. Boon her low ” chick” It 
answered by the “ peep,” '* peep,” of her young, aa they slyly pul 
forth their beads from under leaf and twig, and then with a flap¬ 
ping of wlnga to hasten them along, run from h|tber and thither 
to their mother, the happiest little family of all tba wooded 
country. 

In their ways they are a family of nomads, and well acquainted 
with all tbe forest alslea, and you may find them here to-day and 
there to-morrow,rambliDg Ihrough their favorite grovas,ooDtented 
and full of Ufa and bustle. Outelda of the daetructlon to their 
rsnkt when weU grown, I often wonder bow these fledgling 
gronte ever escape their enemies—their natoral ones, the birds 
of tbe air, and the beasts of tba field, and others, too, for not 
only are Umy the prey of hawks, owls and foxes, who come to 
them from abroad ,aa man does, but often, too, their cohorts are 
dcclmeled by an enemy right upon tbeln bodies, the tick; tena- 
dous, deadly, and from which there la no asctqw. They may 
rooat high, fly high, or 1 m low, bnt their little enemy la aver with 
th>m. And yet wltbsl. If tbe saaann la favorable, they live well 
aad grow strong, to that by Bep^bar, when tbe law permits 
them to be bant^ here In New Hampabira, they are tulteble for 
tbe gun. But I would not warrant that many are not shot even 
beCore September, for tbe law allows the killing of w^- 
coeka daring Angud, aad In all homan probahOlly often a young 
groBse belpt to Ul the bag. But when the beat of Aognat days 
and nlghla la on tba wane and the harvaat moon taeomlng, wbm 
tbe w h ea t , and rye, and oats have aU bean gathered, and their 
atnbhle la rpriaglBg given again, from tba new nown grass aad 
dovar; whan tto eorn la eat aad stands la atoaes along tbe rows 
waiting to be drawn lo tbs barn and hnakad, than, and not till 

then, can yon take tbe field with dog aad gnn for ruffed groaaa, 
rastralned by no linka of eonadenee. forbldMn by no law. And 
you will find thenf, for It Is yet eany In fiepteraber, la broods, 
along the border of tbe wooda,amld the tall weeds and low.growB 
shrubbery, and In tbe blackberry patches, environing dnmpe of 
second growth of timber. BatUtar, when tbe foraal Is changing 
its robe of renal green Into a ooat of many colon, and the bnkat 
upon tba bltlside are hrowa aad erimpled; when the ekilllaaaa of 
the night air laais long after the ana la «p, and tbe woodeoehs 
an retnralag fro* their moaltlag, then yon will find the raflbd 
groats toattering aad wandering among tbe gvotae of oak and 
naaahi for they feed npon tba ants of both Ibeas tnast aapadally 


tbe former, after “ Jack Frost” hta been at work. And If there 
la a blllaide, knoU or vaUcy where tbe wU I grape grows, look you 
there, and you may find them enjoying a repast, aa they cling to 
the trelllswork of vloea, and you may start tome old cock 
grouse from among tbe neighboring birches or tbe plaet. 
For It Is DOW that hr, tired of and wearied from bis lonely, rov¬ 
ing life—a rover since the early Springtime called tbe fair 
ones of hla tribe to maternal dntin—comes once more Into 
communion with tbe wandering membera of bis family. And 
It la during these days, too, that be, perhape lo sweet remem¬ 
brance of hls early loves, or. In anticipation of the Spring to 
come, struts again In all hls glory, sending forth an occaalonal 
booming through tbe woodland. He d«es not, f believe, dram 
so often In Autumn aa In Spring, but hit music Is ]nrt ss vigor¬ 
ous, and by far tweeter to the sportsman’s ear, for yon can now 
bunt this wary bird, over moantsln and through valley, from tbe 
rising to tbe going down of tbe run, and lucky are yon, and a 
good sportsman too. If you find yourself not overmatched In hls 
woodland fastness. He will spring, like a feathery rocket from 
the crag above your head, or from the moat-grown bank almost 
beneath your feet, and leave you, unless you are a veteran In 
ruffed grouse warfare, with open mouth and eager eyes, glancing 
at trees, rocks and sky, for he baa long tb ce passed from tight; 
you feel yonr cheeks tingle and your nerves start, and swear the 
next time to keep cool and take quick aim, but I’ll warrant that 
you will forget you bold a gun at all, at least you’ll not be calm 
and true enough to cut down tbe royal bird. But It Is not the 
skill, though It be very great, that brings down the swiftly flying 
duck, that will alone anfflee you, neither tbe aim that stops tbe 
woodcock as he tope the alders, or tbe snipe as be twists away 
upon the wind, neither again tbe sight that brings to earth the 
grouse of the prairie; but nearer to that which checks the quail 
as he whirs awsy from tbe acatttered bevy among the scrubs of 
oaks, la tbe skill which brings to bag for you the ruffed grouse 
ol our foreals. And would you enjoy the sport In Its highest 
sense, then thedog you use must possess a skill, ntigenerit, fully 
the equal of yonr own; not the speed that makes a large field 
small, will serve him, neither the style that gains full points at 
a field trial, but rather a certain pace, a csntlous, stealthy, cat¬ 
like gait, a true nose here as elsewhere, and a careful irtinlng of 
obedience to every signal. For tbe ruffed grouse of our forests, 
hereabouta, will not sdways lie till under the setter’s nose, but 
yon may catch a glimpec of him yonder, perhaps eight rods 
away, tbrongh tbe undergrowth, as with extended neck and 
wings ready for flight, he awaits your movement. Or, If from 
over the knoll, you come upon him suddenly, be knowing tbe 
exact location of every tree, and as perfect lo hls knowledge of 
corves and angles, will dart away, safe behind bis bulwark, so 
safe, that yon can only catch the shadow of hta pinions. Or, 
again, when yonr dog baa caught the scent and straightened on 
bis point, this bird so fall of sharp devices, will, since there Is 
danger, above. In tbe open woods, and safety below, lo tbe thick 
grown shrubbery, place many a rod of space between yaa and 
him ere be puts to flight; a rush of wlnga Is borne back to yon 
upon the breese, a dark body croesea the ravine,far out of range, 
and again your dog and self are conquered. But you must not 
falter If you wish to bring to bag this bird, for be falters not as 
he wings bis coarse of safety from before you. Ton mark hls 
line of flight, yon know tbe country, and are quite sure, that yon¬ 
der, toward that thickly matted undergrowth In the valley, he has 
tamed bis flight. And now If your dog Is sklllfnl and thoroughly 
understands bis game, and yon are a ruffed grouse shot, tbe ^ds 
are with yon that the bird Is yonrs. There, where tbe matted 
undergrowth Is thickest, near that elm whose branches are shorn 
of all their leaves, but whose trunk Is flaming with the cloeely 
clinging ivy, your dog draws staunch, and at last the ruffed 
grouse Is at bay, and knows It ss well aa you. Tour dog has a 
glance so wild that he looks half ratd, and tbe blue jsya amid 
tbe oaks upon tbe hillside seem to mock at him with their crsxy 
screeches; and this scene, with Its mellow base of an Autumn 
day, will live forever in your memory. 

Tbe grouse has not moved since the Impetus of tbe flight drove 
him under tbe brushes with a whts, and now be dare not run, so 
dense are the vines, but galbers himself for a Anal rush. 

Aa be Ilea there so closely hidden, I know not of a more 
cautious bird, and I know not of a more kingly one than be, as 
be whirs away from before you, neither do I know of a greater 
prise, at at last he falls before your aim, and atrogglea In hls 
death battle npon tbe fallen leaves. 

Too have seen the gamey quail tumble Into the sedge before 
yonr aim, and have gathered him to your game bag with the 
knowled^ of a deed well done; you have taken on an October 
day the woodcoek from yonr tetter’s mouth, and watched with 
a peculiar thrill, the dark eyes close, and that toft velvety 
sheen over head and neck fade away, getting fainter and fainter, 
like the shadow of a spirit, till the bird life has passed to bird 
heavens beyond, and, here, there la left alone the dull glota of 
a mottled plumage. I have seen It But wllb-all, It seems to 
me that you feel prouder yet, when you stroke the dark glossy 
rofft, and smooth the chestnut, dark brown and gray variegated 
plumage ol the gronte we love, aa you bold him In your bands, 
vanquished by your skill, verily a j^se worth yonr while to gain. 
And ihrice proud and happy must have been that fellow sports¬ 
man and friend of mine, who bagged overs tetter, from tun to 
sun, twelve braces of gronte and that, too, within aa many miles 
of where I write. And do you, who read this, ponder well on 
what a royal bag of game twelve braces of ruffed grouse make, 
and match It If you can from all tbe Hat of game birds. But do 
not think that all of you can do tbe tame, for few can shoot so 
well aa be, and tbe dogs are scarce to match old Don, on grouse, 
peace to hls aehea. And now,we have told qur atorr of this bird, 
tbe mottendaring, and tbe greatett prise of all bit race, of this 
bird, to tbuDDad^ many a aportsman, becante be will not He 
to well to dogt aa quail or woodcock, and Is to hard to bag; of 
tbit bird, so alighted by many s farmer, because bellkea 
aa daasert, now and then, a bud from soma old withering apple- 
tree upon tbe bill-tide, that has just life enough to bud and noth¬ 
ing more; of this Mid to keen and wary In hit forest boms that 
tba setter gets wild, and tramblas when be meets him In the Hats. 
We have Hateaed to bis drumming In tha Springtime, and again 
In Autumn. We have foUowed him through many a forcat 
patch when the laavea were foiling, and now that our 
land It anow-bound, and oar strcaou are toe-locked, 
we will leava him, yet not deaert him; wa wlU oMy 
say good-nMt aa ha alls upon tbe yellow blreh feefflag oo 
lie ba^ wbiTa the sun slnka iMhlnd tha wettern ridge, and wa 
will aand to him oar laat adlao, aa ha rooata amid the pines and 
bemlocha, and llsteas to tbalr sMemn, dreary marmor all throogb 
theta Winter nights. Ha toon not the miserere of onr winter 
foraate, brave Mrd that be la, aad when the Spring-time comas, 
be fills our bills and valaa with a musle of hla own, that hat 
naubt of sadnett It In.

The first half of tbe title It In honor of a 
dlallognlahed citizen of Brooklyn who used to give much time 
to fish atndlu. Tbe latter part may poulbly be connected with 
lie snnper and the smell of tbe oil. At all events, few of tbe 
tyrao s of ancient history were so thoroughly aoolntad, whatever 
their rank. Tbe book describes scientifically tbe American 
apedra; tells of Ha geographical distribution and wanderings; 
goes Into particulars about Ita abundance, food, reproduction, 
enemies, and perils; the fisherlu: tbe lues of menbadsn, Ita 
commercial product^ aod Ita relations to agrtcnltnre. There are, 
buldee, sppe dices enough to make a volume by themselvu. 
The flab Is of tbe herring family, which deurvu appreciation by 
Americana because It keeps up a ayatem of public schools. Very 
rarely does one of tbe family luve school and go off to play 
hookey. The menhaden la not found In Wut Indian waters or 
near tbe B rmudas, nor on South American coasts, Brazil ex- 
oepted. Tbe people who worry tbemaelVM because of the 
dutru tlon of our forests, the exhanstloo of our Iron mines, the 
combustion of our coal, sod the cooling of the son, have beeo 
anxious abont tbe supply of menhaden since the Taokees have 
attacked tbe fish with steam and screw propellers. One of tbe 
good things dona and doing by the commluloo la to ut snch 
fears at rest Tbe great principle baa been announced that mao’s 
efforts at capturing fish are only harmful when tbe attack la so 
made as to Interfere with spawning aod batching. Fortooately 
for tbe menhaden, their breeding ground Is off-shore, nobody 
knows exactly where. Man’s Ignorance la their safety. 

LODOSIU TBZT BOTBBB TBBtB LIXDLOBDS. 

Among these fish toothache la oomparatlvely unknown, they 
having a subetltute for teeth In tbe shape of 1,600 brlstlu apleoe. 
Bence they strain st their gnats, and eaaoot take In feed like a 
saw-mlll. Their chief diet Is of a r aweauut soup formed by tbe 
retreating tide with the rich ooae of tfea shallows along shore. 
Tbe oyster grows fat oo the eame slluuit. Tegetarlaos should 
take note. There are few such strUring Inataoou of economy. 
Tbe Mil of fare la simply mud; the prodoets In the person of 
tbe eater, pbospboma and nitrogen, fat and oU. But tbongh 
the meoba^o baa no teeth, be la liable oo that very account to 
a woru lofilctloo than a dentist’s blll.£Ia the waters of our 
Booth Atlantic states a parasite almost always fastens Itself npon 
tbe fish, and maku tbe tootbleu jaws Ita permanent home. 
CpwaotAu ytrqywat-ilor la the name of this tieapaaser In shape 
It Iseumewbat Ilka a “ plll-bog.” The pregoataior of the Bio. 
mans tasted all vlctoals before they reached the palates of 
prinealy dinners. That Is jott what the cycaothea doM for the 
tnaBona, and, baaldaa, ataals shelter and^lnnsportatloa. It 
cUngB with book-llke claws to tbe roof at the flab's mooth, srttb 
Ita own back downward, and Ita mooth cloaa to Ita landlord'a up¬ 


per jaw. Ita location Is just tbe best possible, says the historian, 
to take loll from every monibfol of food that pause dusm tbe 
brevoortlan throat. This mortgage-boldar must be a serious 
nuisance. Prof. Goode has taken two soeb emstaceans from the 
mooth of one fish; they were a male, three-quarters of an loch 
loog, and a female, of ooe and three-quarters lochea. The lodgers 
completely filled tbe flan's mouth, and seemed almost to prevent 
his feeding. Tet It has been observed t. at tbe Individual flab 
which furnish such board to emstaceans do not themselves lose 
plnmpoeu. They have the rare art of fattening on their own 
misfortunu. This might be worth millions to man. If he would 
learn tbe secret from tbe menbsden. 

What everybody uys Is not always trae, upeclally among fish¬ 
ermen. There ww a dup-seated belief In Maine that the surcity 
of this particular fish aloog shore In recent years was due to 
captnre by Mining. It was supposed that tbe schools were 
frightened away from tbe eout. Their habits bad changed. 
VesMls bad to go to sea, aod ImmeuM capioru were made at 
forty mllufrom land, while the shore-fishermen had never a fln. 
Bnt there wu no such change south of Cape Cod. nnally, In 
1878, the menbsden came back to tbe sboru of Maine, and were 
uptured In the rivers. This year they did not go north of Cape 
Cod, and the IlMt of forty or fifty steam-ships which went, u 
usual, to tbe eout of Maine returned empty, while tbe fish were 
u plentiful u ever on tbe southern eouts of New England. The 
Djminloo bu been even more unfortunate. The fish were 
abundant until about twenty-five years sgo lotbe Bay of Fundy; 
now their moet northern limit la forty mllu this side of tbe 
United Sutu boundary. The true lowardneu of theu dlstreu- 
Ing Irregularitlu Is not fully known, but It Is probable that they 
dspeodon thesurface temperature of the water. Everymenhaden 
carries a pocket thermumeter under bis gill-covers, and will not 
attend school at tbe surface unless the mercury last 51 ° Fahren¬ 
heit, even then preferring sunny days. 'They all vanish at the 
coming of cold aod rainy weather or northeuterly winds. 

DOOHBD TO DBBTBCCTIOH. 

The conclusions of science are not churful reading for this 
fish. According to Prof. Qoode Us mission In life Is nnmlstakably 
to be eaten. Man takes abont 900,000,000 of tbe pearly beauties 
per year. But that Is the veriest trifle; to speak mathematically. 
It Is not even the square root of what blueflsh and other denlnns 
of the deep eat aod dutroy—a number of the menhaden, such 
that If they were put end to end In a straight line, they would 
eu ly leach some of tbe fixed stars, and might, perhape, wiggle 
their tails with the Pisces of the zodiac. 

From what hu beeo uld It will be perceived that there are fish 
enough In the ua. There would still be plenty of all urta If tbe 
eousumptlon of them by mankind were Increased tenfold. Tbe 
chief point to which the commission devotee Ita efforts Is to have 
the fish Wusre they can be caught. Another dulderatum la to 
have some means for kuplng them In good condition after cap¬ 
ture. At preunt the market Is alternately scant and glutted. 
When, for Instance, early In September, codfish are first brought 
In from tbe Grand Banks, they may be worthflS or $6 per quintal. 
(That Is an old-fashioned meuure, munlng a hundred weight; 
the word Is usually pronounced “kentle,” and Is allied to “cental,” 
being derived In a roundabout way from tbe Latin etnimarfui ; 
In this region It slgnlUu 118 pounds.) By tbe end of September 
the market may be overstocked, aod the price fall to 11,75 or 13. 
This Is becanu more codfish come In at once than can be con¬ 
veniently handled. It often happens that they are by far tbe 
ebupest food In tbe Muntry. Tbe need of means for kuplng 
fish fruh Is yet more'strongly shown In rupect to menhaden. 
Their most Important uu Is for bait to catch mukerel. Each 
veaul employed In mackerel fishing goes out provided with a large 
quantity of menhaden, packed In layers with chopped lu. If tbe 
catch of mackerel begins with arrival on the fishing-grounds, 
everything Is lovely. But If a fortnight elapsu before tbe catch 
begins, then tbs bait sours, becomes worthleu, and bu to be 
thrown overboard. There Is nothing to do bnt to go uhore and 
buy belt, perhape oo tbe eout of Newfoundland or Nova Scotia, 
and this proceu may have to be reputed three or four times In a 
uaaon. Tbe people of Acadia may be poetically virtuous and 
abstemious, but It Is certain that tbe fishing crews get sadly de¬ 
moralized In their company. 

TBB aOVaXTAOXS OB rKBBZlNO. 

It la clear that a great saving of morals and menhaden would 
be effected If tbe mukerel flsbvrs could kup their bait In sound 
condition throughout a crulu. This would be p utiuble with 
properly constructed lu-bouau; but theu would have to be built 
with the vesul. The fish commiMlon bu given Its whole mind 
for a abort time to tcerhonsu, and bu determined on a plan of 
oon-tmcUon u tbe but. A small one for Its uu hu just bun 
completed. To tbe members and visitors tt the commluloo It 
will be a great comfort to know that In cau they mut with a 
fatal sccldeot they can be troun prrfutly stiff In an hour or two, 
aod be kept In shape for months, till their sorrowing friends are 
ready to dlspou of them otberwlu. With tbe new Ice-bouu 
this luxury can be confidently gnaranteed. Ite coostmctloo Is 
peculiar. In large edifleu of tbe kind, each u that at Somei^ 
vtlle, Msm., much more Ice la pnt In at first than will melt In a 
ymr Tbe melting Is from tbe upper snrfue; below It becomu* 
a perfectly comput mass, which remains untouched. The sup¬ 
ply to r place tbe surface-melting Is put In during Winter, wheo 
In la ebeaput. Air In the top story bwomlog chilled by contact 
altb lee, deuends along the sldu of the refrigerstor till tbe low- 
ut story Is reached, where mut, fish, or beer Is stored. At this 
lower level tbe cold air gets under the hot air, aod sbovu tbe let- 
ur upward till It at last ruches the opp^-r story, through ao np- 
eut abaft, aod deposits Its heat and molstore on tbe Ice along 
with any smaostlons In vapor from tbe provi Ions below. When 
the hot air bu become cold, and deprived of Its molstnre. It de¬ 
scends. There Is tbns a coot nnal clrcnlatloo,which In two or thru 
■loutu will dry a wet towel hnog lo one of the lower apartmaata. 
All efllnvla Is carried aloft, deposited on the Ice, and floats away 
In the waste water. By muns of valvu In the air chambers at 
tbs side, the clrcnlstlon can be controlled for any required tem- 
peratnre. In this perfectly dry atmosphere mut will keep for 
mootba or yeaieat 48°, wtthoot any apparent change; hot in 
making and storing butter on a large scale 60° aumapraferable. 

The neatest work la where uUd freezing Is obtained. For 
this pnrpon salt la mixed with tbe lee. The Kush Medical Col- 
Irga at Chicago kups an avaraga of 300 stiffs oo hand for the 
OMeofsindeota aod lecturers. At Umn there art 450 eorpau at 
oqn In tbe refrigerator, when, to uva space, they havq to be 
arranged alternately, with bead or fut foremost on the traya 
Some of them have bun on hand for two years or more, and are 
just u good u new. If a whole cadaver le not needed by a 
student or lutnrer, be cuts off what be wanta and rntoma tbe 
rut to tbe fruzlng ebamber. Tbe taw of tbe state of lUlnola 
provIdM that all nnclalmed bodlu shall go to the medical eoi- 
iegu; the Rash concern usu 800 toS60 c o r peu a yrar. It Is 
not worth while lo waste untlinut npon them, for tbongh a chill 
penury bu frozen tbeir genial eurrenl, It la quite cortaln that 
they are now more likely to be of ou to the w^d than they ekar 
were before. 

Tbe fleb-fTswIng eontiivaneu In New Tork dty are not genera 
ally fitted with theu latmt Impravammu; they lure the slei 
or vapor from Iht flah In the apartmenlt, and do not gel dry air. 


Undoubtedly the new proceu will be of tbe utmost aervtu to the 
mackerel But whan It Is employed lo pieservlng bait. But there 
Is a much wider range. The whole b^ It that treated In Weat- 
em ettlea To thou animals, u Curlooe uys It It to the modem 
Bomans, duth Is an auy pasuge. They go on their long junr- 
o- y by rapid transit, and may be afterward carried even to 
Enrope In cool aod well ventilated apartments. We are only at 
the banning of this bnelneu If the hopes of tbe enthualuta 
In froun riaode are realized, the uttle-car may become a thing 
of tbe put, and tbe praurvlng can a relic of barbarism. Be- 
frlgerated fish alooe should supply every reasonable want. The 
new Ameriuo flounder, the discovery of the Flab Commluloo 
abont which u much bu bun said In tbe newspapers, cao fill 
tbe place of the European sola, and thus mut the lut cravings 
of an msthetlc palate. Everything will be coldly ewut, and ule 
will not be wanting there.—W. C. Wrcaorr In A5rw Turk Timm. 

The Redflah of Idaho. 

Concerning this outburst of pawlon which our New Tork friend 
lodolged In abont a Utile paragraph on tbe redfisb of Idaho, 
which appeared In onr lune of Nov. 38, under the hud of '* Cali¬ 
fornia fishing notes,’’ and which we credited to the Sacramento 
But, and which the Oermanlown TBtgrapk subsequently Inadvert¬ 
ently credited to us, the latter journal uys, “ If J'ormt and 
Htrtmm posuesed a umewhat higbrr degrre of ulf respect. It 
would not have Indulged In the coaru remarks It did In Ita lut 
lune In reference to tbe Orrmantown TeUgrapk. Using u we 
did thoughtleuly a flylcg paragra,)h found lu ao rwpeetable a 
pnbllutlon u tbe C’aicaoo Fiblo, relative to the ‘red-Hsb,’ 
Formt and Alrsam regards It u an attack upon Ita own efforts 
' for four years' In tbe Invutigatlon of that fish 1 In Its aaur- 
tlon, too, that this paper ‘constantly begs recognition for Its en- 
terpiiu (honor), and tborougfaneu In all matters specially per¬ 
taining to fl.h,’ It Itsimply contemptible and unworthy of a pub- 
llutlon claiming to be respectable.” 

In order to show tbe slu of the red rag which so Inflamed 
tbe MtitagritgaUopavo, of Fulton street, we reproduce It from tbe 
columns of the Bm, thus: 

“In some of tbe large laku of Idaho aod Washington terrl- 
torlM Is found a peculiar fish ulled tbe 'red-fish.' As before 
stated. It hu no place In tbe utaloguu of science, and no speci¬ 
men bu bun pisced lo the Smltbsonlao Institution. It Is prob¬ 
ably a distinct species of tbe salmon family, which Includes every 
variety of trout aud salmon. From what Is said of It we believe 
the red-fish must tc ooe of tbe most valuable of food fishes.” 

Now that tbe offense Is reputed, we look for another Insane 
burst of ludlgnatluu and another strut and gobble. 

Let It be known that the red-fish must not be written about ex¬ 
cept with a quill from Anarr Jial-to-kiryi^ the sole and only pro- 
prirtor of tbe aforruld fish, who hu been cbsslug him under tbe 
omnlbuMS on Broadway for “the put four years.” 

Now for a plain statement of fact concerning credit. We never 
copy any fish matter from Fortat and Stream, under any circum¬ 
stances, beuuM we un do better.

by King Death—Chloe, waa second. Mr. Lister drew bla bitch 
Charming May In faror of Cock Robin, and the was pot In to run 
the bye with him, and, stranie to say, beat her kennel companion 
with the greatest ease. Cock Robin waa a magnlBcent grey¬ 
hound, botil must briefly describe the best and fastest greyhound 
of modern days. Master H’Grath was not by any meant a hand¬ 
some dog, but he was a rery muscular greyhound, and had the 
beet of legs and feet, rather a short nedc, well placed between 
obllqne ahooldera. His weight was 54 lbs., and he hardly erer 
mlsakl kllllDg his hares at the second or third turn. His speed 
was marreloot, and bis cleremeas undeniable. His stootneas 
was nerer tested, as he made bis courses short by killing. In his 
progress through hla first Waterloo rlctory, he defeaM a host 
of good greyhounds. Mr. Hyslop'a ^lack-and-whlte dog Strange 
Idea, by Cardinal York—High Idea, won tbe Plate. He was a 
Tery g<^ dog, and belonged to a very successful litter of grey¬ 
hounds, tbe Attest of which, perhaps, was Lion's Share, who 
could lead almost anything to the hare.— Ltm Stock /oumal. 

Meut or no Meati 

Paixssville, Ohio. 

Kditoi Cbioaoo F 1XI.D:—About one year ago I sent East, snd 
at a good price procured a very floe Cocker spaniel puppy, six 
months of age. He was bred by a well-known breeder, from a 
pair that hare taken prixea at the N. T. bench show for three 
years, and of course waa brought up with his mates In a kennel, 
with strict attention aa to diet, etc., no meat being fed him 
When the poppy came he waa rery poor in flesh and bad no ap¬ 
petite. Too can remember, Hr. Editor, of mr writing you nu¬ 
merous letters asking for adrlce, which yon kindly gave me, but 
tonics of all kinds had a tendency to sicken him and throw him 
off still more from his feed. 

He bad some appetite for meat, but that was all, and that I 
thought best not to glre, simply because, after reading the 
SporUman'c OtuHtmr, Ducks, Miybew and Hutchinson, Stone 
benge and kindred works, I bad about come to the conclusion that 
meat was, unless In rery small quantities, tbe worst food that 
could be ted to a dog. Accordingly, I prepared a dish of bread 
and milk for the Ea tern stranger, but he disdained to notice It. 
After repeated trials I discontinued nfferlng milk In any shape. 
I then made some oorn and oat-meal mush for him. Not any In 
mine, please, said .Mr. Cocker. Afters few days I tbongbt to try 
tbe pop on " Johnny cake” with meat broth, bnt the little aristo¬ 
crat turned op bis nose at that. 

Well, to make a long story short, or a short story long, It 
matters not which, I offered him erery kind of food bnt meat 
alone, which was refused, and the only food be would eat was 
meat and p itstocs, and a rery littleof the potatoes, for I mixed 
tbe latter with the former In such a manner t at he was obliged 
to eat some potato. In the meantime I bad been house-breaking 
him, and aa he was rery quick to learn, I was very anxious to 
make a flne dog of him, but the future looked dark because be 
would uot eat enough to put any life In or any flesh on him. 

I Anally told the serrant girl she could feed H irry anything 
sbe pleased; I had become disgusted with the whole business. 
Upon that she let him hare all tbe cooked meat be wanted. That 
was last Spring, and from that time he began to Improre won¬ 
derfully, In lo ka, coat, spirits, and ererythlng. Since that time 
be has been In perfect health, and Is at present writing, and I 
don't think th re are orer a half a dosen as good cockers In the 
eoontry. His only food Is meat, bnt well cooked. I allow him 
plenty of exercise, and nerer allow him to lie around a store. 
I hare a nice warm kennel for him, so be cannot sleep In tbe 
bouse. 

He Is rery nesriy broken, being a perfect duck retrlerer, nerer 
refnses the coldest water, and he has as keen a nose as a dog 
could bare, notwithstanding be llres on meat. 

Is this an exceptional case, Mr. E lltor, or notl Is It not poa- 
slhle for a dog to lire on meat alone and keep In g>od health I 
Can any of yonr readers Inform me why It It that our highly 
bred sporting dogs, kept on mush, rsgetablea, etc., are to liable 
to slcknest. while the mongrels, street cnie, snd that class of 
dogs that lire on any and ercythlng, nanally are In Ihe heat ’>f 
besitht I can think of many fine dogs that hare died In this city, 
but cannot retail an Instancenf a cur dying other than hy srlol-nt 
death, and I opine It It similar In all cities. Knowing this, I am 
Inclined to think some of our fl ie dogs hare too much ea e, loo 
much attention, as It eeee. to their diet 

A sportsman, at a hi I price, hurt a thmytighbrad pup; hols 
us'nrallr a little concerned at to hla health; the pun some day 
refuses his food, acts dumpish, and It forthwith put on the tick 
list snd doctored and ohytleksd until he can stand It no longer, 
and "glres up the ghost,*' white If nature had been allowed to 
take Its eourse the puppy would. In all prohahlHty, hare recorer- 
ed. Ergo, nerer doctor yonr pups until you know what alia 
them. 

Aa a matter of fact, howerar, I should not approre of raising 
a puppy on meat, simply, becants. If ha should coma down with 
distemper yon would hare nothing to fee I him but that that be 
would eat, and nothing conld be worts to glre him. Beef tea, 
howerer, It the bett thing I know of to glre lo catat of this 
diteate. I once brought a dog through a eery tcrere ease of dlt- 
temper on this atone, by feeding It wHh a tpoon erery hour dur¬ 
ing the day. Naiiit. 

[We do not hdlare our dogt can be axealled lo their enat, 
condition and general health. We feed dally with meat boiled 
sritb equal parts of oat meal and Indian meal, and always onions; 
adding In Winter, when grata oannot be obtained, other rege- 
tablet. Pnpptaa, at tlx woekt old, we eommenee to feed on 
beef tea and com bread and onions. When working our dogs in 
the fleld we feed on raw meat. It Is one of tbe popular fallaelta 
Of the day, and belonging to days past, that meat la Injurious to 
doga A dog It eamlrorona, and It la only natural that ha 
•honid crare meat,|aad that meat should not be Injwloqt to him. 


CoH*fl MiUi for Puppies, and Onion Julee for Wnrts.

EotToa Caicvoo Fiblo.— In your Issue of the liiUi lust, you 
stsie tbst the feeding of cow'e milk to pupplee le ceruin to 
produce worou I here raised a great many puppies In the last 
elghtceo years,—some hundreds I may ssy,—I have always ted 
oowe milk, aud bare nerer bed a pup die of worms aa yet. This 
may be all good luck, howerer. 1 hare seen but very few young 
puppies but what were troubled with worms more or less, but 
with proper care sod Uestmeot the youngsters need not die of 
worms. 

Id some esses pups die from lack of care, and their owners 
glad of an excu:e, Uy It to worms. Others sre killed by too 
much care, by tbe doalug with medlctues to expet the worms, 
before uature baa had a chance to perform her part. 

I bellere that I waa tbe Brst oue to raise my rolce against 
dosing young pups with Areca nut. I now asy,aa I said then,that I 
Ihluk these strong remedies worse then the worms themselres. 
If puppies show signs of being troubled with worms, feed 
liberally on sweet nuiiitloua food; good rich cow's milk, and 
if tbe pupa are old enough, break Into It some oyster crackers; 
feed aufflclent to keep the pups and the worms allre, and nature 
In good time will expel the worms. Pups will tire of milk or 
milk and bread, and lu this case I substitute good rich mu|(oo 
broth—or soup If you like to call It so—with onions, parsnips, 
and potatoes chopped very floep pul Into It and well boiled. 
Qarlick la not hurtful to pops over four months old, provided 
they are healthy pupa, aud I know by experience that this sim¬ 
ple little regeiable will fetch them away (the worms) In goodly 
numbers wherever they exist. When I feed milk I always try 
to get the milk of a single cow; I thick It preferable to that 
which la Jolted aud churned lo a mllkmao’a wagon over the city 
pavements for half a day. 

Mr. Charles I. Engel, your St Louts correapoudent, while sug- 
geeting a very good remedy (two, I may aay) for removing warta 
from a dog's month, discards a very simple remedy, merely be¬ 
cause It Is simple; I should Judge, from the tone of his letter. He 
states that he used onion Julcr, but he doea not aay bow be used It 
I believe I was tbe one who recommended this simple remedy for 
warts In a dog's mouth, aud when I did so I knew by experience 
that It would do what I claimed It would. In tbe past twenty 
years I have had over a doxen cases, aud all were treated with 
nuloD Juice, and all were cured. Mr. Jesse Sherwood and Mr. A. 
C. Waddell, if they wished, could testify to one case that was 
cured under their personal observation, and this was one of tbe 
worst esses that I ever saw. Hy way of using tbe onion la to cut 
It and rub the warta ooe after another with tbe fresh cut parts, 
which operation should be gone through two or three times eday. 

I thaok Mr. Beaman for the Information contained In bla article 
on '' Property In Dogs; ” had yon not mislaid my letter I would 
not appear (as I now do) to be an nnappreclatlve reader of all the 
good things contained In yonr valuable paper. Tbe Information 
which I waa “JUhlng ” after Is not oontiloed In hts last very 
ably-written article. What I wished to know Is this: Wss not 
this men (or brute) Fickey, liable to criminal action for destroy¬ 
ing propertyl In some of tbe states the penalty tor this offense 
Is the seine le for larceny, I believe.

A Substitute for Coir’s Milk, and Aconite for Distemper. 

St. Lodis, Ho. 

Editob Cbioaoo Fibld:— As it Is almost a proved fact that It 
la Injurious to rear puppies on cow’s milk, I would suggest here 
s substitute for it, which although not tried yet by myself, yet 
the knowledge of its modut prrp irandi and Its compoelUou, w«r- 
ranta me In aaserling that It will answer all tbe requiremeute of 
good milk aa food, without any danger of loeiug puppies by 
qorms. 

I would advise the use of condensed milk. As this milk Is 
known In every family, there la no uaeof giving here any further 
comments. There are two kinds, the Anglo-Sw.ss snd the Amer- 
ICAO orEsgle brand Many prefer tbe Anglo-Swiss, but I think 
bo'h are equally good, and Just as cheap as good cow’s milk. It 
can be purchased at Si.65 per doxen pound cans. 

This preparation la lo be preferre<l, especially In cities where 
the milk is delivered only once a diy from cows fed on all kinds 
of slop; and when you want to feed your pup, tbe milk com- 
meuees to ferment, becumInK sour; and In Suiiimcr, after It bsa 
been for several hours carried over all pirts of tbe city before 
delivered to you, It takes but very llitle time to get tour, which 
Is Just at I Jurious lo pups as worms, producing diarrhoea, etc. 
Contrary to this, condensed milk is always fresh and tweet, as 
you mix only so much as the pup needs fur one meal; and with 
lukewarm waier In tbe propmitlon of one lo alx parts nf water. 
Breeders try this snd give your opinion about it. What does 
Mohawk think about this suhstllulrl 

In the last number of tbe Cuicaoo Fihld I nollce two gentle¬ 
men advocating the use of aconite lu distemper, aud Its beneflclsl 
effect has been so often stated as to draw my atteutlnn to It. In 
tlie last Issue Old Shot gut Ills gun off the point, or, on wrong 
game, and tried lu mislaid aabe speaks ‘‘of the speedy,yet A«rm- 
cure of aconite In the aboee disease.” Maybe, that sconlte 
Is harmless to Old Shot, but p. Is ons the most djngerous narcot¬ 
ics to any living being. Old Shot prefeii hommipathle phar¬ 
macy, as be can't depend on druggists, which Is wrong, as a 
homesipitble pharmacist Is also a mlMlulur—>/(/'< mlseAsr—drug¬ 
gist. t can assure Old Shot that he can depend entirely on drug- 
gl-ts If he explains Ida wirh. 

There are two kinds of aconite—the leavesend roots-both are 
po ennoiis, ooe eironger thsn the olber. In action both very much 
alike. Breeil rs wh 1 have not bad the opportunity to get 
■cqiialnted with the vlrtusa of aconite thouM be always careful 
what they buy, so tbat they would not need to regret, or to bleme 
the druggist Aconite It given to dogtooly In the tlnc'ure of either 
the ixxite or leaves—the tl ctnre from tbe leaves being milder 
then thet from tbe root tbe dose being from tS to 80 dsopt of 
tbe Bnt and 5 lo 10 of the last It would ba vary unpleasant to 
doae a dog without aoeeesa with three drope of the tincture 
made from tbe leevee,or kill the dog with 80 drops of that made 
from the root Every Intelligent druggist Inquires of tho pur- 
ehaaer If ba wishes tbs tincture of root or leeves, and the prepar¬ 
ation obtained from them can be depended on, but don’t forget, 
and keep always tbe dotes In your memory, u this raedletoe, 
although excellent lo distemper and other dliordera, It not aa 
hartnlatt aa Old Shot repraienta It to be.

It bit 
him on tbe band, and In dne time he was taken with hydropho¬ 
bia; he waa treated with tbe vapor bath, and given a popular pill 
called tbe Townsend pill, tuppoeed to have a curative effect. A 
Mr. Dobblot, of .liew Castle, Del., was bitten last Fall and died 
afier the moet horrible suffering. At that time tbe dogs were 
almoct annihilated In and about New Cattle, and should there be 
any III conscquencea from the queer tctb.g dog which passed 
through our town,|tbe street dogt will surely suffer. 

Mr. Higgins and myself are the only dog owners 

who can say poaltivriy tbat their dojt were not 
bitten, aa we are the only ooes who keuoel our 

doga. My kennel yards (one 43 feet hy M feet, tbe other 80 by 
48 feet) are ancloa^ by a tight board feoce nine feet high, with 
ten kennel buildings, tbe largest of which Is 10 by 10, by 9 feet 
bigb, with double pitch roof. Under the clrcnmttauces It Is Im¬ 
possible for dogt to get In or out. Mr. iltgglu's keuuela are 
alto turrounded bv a timllarly high feoce. 

Some kind friend (I) from Delaware City, in reporting our mad 
dog scare to the Philadelphia Time*, aald tbat they entertained 
fears tbat rabies would break out In the breeding kennelt of Mr. 
John C. Higgins and Mr. H. 'Von Culln. I challenge anyone 
to show a single case of rabies In a setter or pointer dog which 
has never been bitten by a rabid dog. At a more convenient 
season I will give my experience upon the subject, which I 
think will contain aomelhlng new, or at least not generally 
known.

THE JOE JR.-QLADSTONE MATCH—JOS JR. 

THE WIRNER—OLADETONE CHALLENOSS 
HIM TO AROTHER TRIAL FOR THREE 
DAYS FOR ORE THOUEARD 
DOLLARE A El OS. 

TheJoe Jr., Gladstone match for $500 aside was ran at Flor¬ 
ence, Ala., on Monday and Tnesday last, the 15lh and lOtb Inst., 
and resn ted In a Tletory for Joe Jr. On Monday night the score 
stood, Joe Jr. 84 points, Gladstone 80 points, and on Tuesday 
erenlag, at the termlnatloa of the race Joe Jr. bad aeored for 
the day 37 poInU and Gladstone 83, making In the two days a 
total of 01 for Joe Jr. and 53 for Gladstone, Joe Jr. winning by 9 
points. 

The race was originally for three days, bat In conseqaence of 
the accident to Gladstone’s Ull Mr. Bryson refnsed to ran unless 
the time was reduced lo two days. For mnnlng the race at all. 
In Gladstone’s condition, much leas for two days, Mr. Bryson’s 
friends considered him doing a very foolhardy thing. Dr. 
Saunders, of Memphis, a well-known sportsman, a brotbei^ln-law 
of Guido, and one of the moatsklllfnl surgeons In the South, told 
Mr. Bryson, on the Tuesday before the race, as did other eminent 
surgeons, that be would give him a certificate, on oath, that as a 
surgeon be would not consider Gladstone fit to go Into the field 
for one month, and not fit to run the race for six weeks. On this 
same Tuesday Mr, Bryson took a piece of fractured bone out of 
Gladstone's tall. Mr. Bryson, howerer, bellered that If he en¬ 
cased the tall In a ctoie-fitUng cover of muslin and glned Itover, by 
which It would answer the purpose of a splint, and keep the 
fractured parts together and protect them from injury, the dog 
was game enough to mo. And certainly be was, for no one, who 
saw the speed and Tim with which he ran would baye supposed 
that be was snlfering from an Injury; Indeed, some went so far 
as to question the tall being yet In an Injured condition. But we 
can assert that the condition of the Injury was not exaggerated, 
for we saw It on Monday night when Mr. Bryson bad removed 
the covering, and was dressing it. It was then that we fully ap¬ 
preciated how game a little dog he was and how seyerely be was 
handicapped, not only by the Injury, but by the nnostural con¬ 
dition of his tall and the weight be carried, by hie tsil being con¬ 
fined In a case and stiffened with glue. To soy dog would this 
have been a handicap, but especially to Gladstone, who has so 
much tall action, and with It freed Iscontlnnally lashing It. 

This accident t.> Gls>lstooe's tall occurred at McKensle, Tenn., 
Immediately after the St. Louis show. In the early part of lost 
October, wnere Mr. Bryson, with his brother. Dr. Jarvis, and Mr. 
John Fottler, Jr., wqs quall-sbootlng. Ooe evening he acci¬ 
dentally stepped on the tall and broke It, and very foolishly 
continued hunting the dog for ten dsye afterwards. On bis re¬ 
turn to Memphis Infiammstlon of a very sertons nature had eet 
In, followed by suppuration, so great that at one time tt was 
supposed that mortification bad commenced, and the dog would 
lose a portion of bis tall at least. If nothing worae happened; 
and the race, therefore, for a while, seemed Indefinitely post¬ 
poned. In consequence of this, Gladstone was short of work, 
and rather In too high condition for so long a race, os between 
OcL 35 and the day of the race, only twelve birds had been shot 
over him. 


The 
finaet field work, and that which every man who Is not a gaoM 
bnlcber buta tme sportsman, delights most lo, and which Is one 
of the most Important poInu In decldlog the superior Intelll- 
genoe of a dog. Is the coofilct between the Instinct of a mnnlng 
bird and the Intelligence of a roeding dog. It Is not necessary 
to tell those who know bow to handle a dog, how far a bird will 
run In thirty seconds and bow deviating Its coarse may be,and bow 
Impossible In most Instances It Is for a dog to again establish his 
point In thirty seconda Justice to the dog making the point, 
should demand that his competitor always be charged a reasona¬ 
ble time to give him a chance to work ont his point. In this 
race many times It happened that under this ridiculous and nn- 
jnst rule, the dog which found the point did not get the benefit 
of It, as the bird having ran, when the handler stepped forward 
to Hash It, the dog commenced to road and the half mlnnte 
having expired, the backing dog was allowed to go on, and 
whichever rosded the faster would shoot past the other, get the 
point and get the benefit of it. But then this wss a rongh-and- 
tnmble trial—each dog for himself and the hindmost lose his 
stake. 

The manner In which the Judgee were appointed, was also very 
objectionable. Instead of, after agreed on, bavlng been mutoslly 
invited by Mr. Bryson and Mr. Brown to Judge, Major WlUlsms 
was appointed Judge for Joe Jr. and Captain Henry Judge for 
Gladstone. Captain Henry told ns that be did not, when he ac¬ 
cepted, so noderstand his position, else be should have declined, 
as he supposed he was to Judge for both parties, and not to look 
after the interests of Gladstone against Joe Jr. and dlA not 
fully realise his position until be had got well Into tl>e race. 
Placing the Judges In such a position was vlrtnslly making them 
partisans, and placed each one in a position to get all be could 
for his d^. In a conversation with Major Williams after the 
race, he reiterated what Captain Henry had said, that under no 
clrcnmstsnces conld be be Induced to Judge under tbe same con- 
dlilotu and same rules. With uo referee, as will be seen by onr 
report of the running, there were several disagreements between 
the Judges as to which dog wss entitled to the point, and con¬ 
sequently several points remained nndedded. 

Tbe ground over which the dogs ran was the hardest possible 
for a dog to run over, and tbe Judges, Hr. Campbell, Mr. Bryson, 
and the spectators were of tbe same opinion. It was, therefore, 
tbe teverest possible test of endnrance. Tbe country was com¬ 
paratively level, and very rarely was a fence met with; each day not 
more than three did tbe dogs have to go over, and thoee Justabont 
high enough toessily Jump. Conaequently tbe strain was kept 
on one set of muscles, no change In position, such as leaping a 
fence, affording an opportnnlty of relieving them and biliiging 
another set into play. Not only this, but much of the territory 
traveled over bad on Its surface loose. Jagged stones, making the 
horses ever csrefnl of their footing, but the gallant dogs sped 
over it tbe same as when on softer footing. The second morning, 
tbe ground having frusen bard during tbe night, the traveling 
wss very bard, and tbe sun from 9 o’clock to 4 o’clock,was very 
warm.

Alter sevorsl Belds lud been drswn 
blsnk sod one hour hid been consumed, Joe Jr. found end 
pointed s coeey In sedge grass; Glidstoue not nesrto bsck. The 
birds flushed and were marked down on s slight elevation covered 
wl h short gras., to which both dogs ran. Gladstone pointed 
and Joe backed; birds were flusbel but not shot at. Joe flushed 
a bird, and Gladstone pointed where some bird- had just flushed 
from, sod Joe bscked. Gladstone soon after, runnirg very fast, 
got the scent of a bird and dropped on his belly,and Joe bscked; 
Bryson flushed bird, but did not shoot. The flushed birds h»d 
flown to the neighboring wood*. In which the dogs wore cast off. 
Immediately alter entering, Gladstone pointed where a bird had 
JUAt 0own from. Joe then poloted a single bird, in e hesp of 
dried underbrush; Campbell flushed, but did not shoot at It. 
Gladstone made an uncertain point and Joe Jr. not backlog, but 
going on ahead, Gladstone moved on also; and subsequently 
making a cast and returning, flushed a bird which bad been to 
the rear of him, and dropped to the flush. It had been decided 
before starting In the morning, at the request of Mr. Bryson, 
that the judges, when a point was made, should aunounce to 
which dog It was credited. The judges now announced the score 
as standing for the day: Joe Jr., 2; Gladstone, 3; for the race: 
Joe Jr., 30; Gladstone, 32. 

Returning to the open. Gladstone, In a rag weed fleld, pointed 
a single bird, which was flushed and not shot at. Score for the 
dav ; Gladstone, 8; Joe Jr., 3; for the race; Joe Jr., 3fl; Glad¬ 
stone. 38. In a corn-fleld Joe Jr., Uking the scent breist high, 
drew besutlfnlly to a handsome and staunch point. Gladstone, 
coming up, hacked. Campbell flushed the covey and killed a 
brace. Score for the day: Joe Jr, 3; Gladstone, 8; for the race: 
Joe Jr., 87; Gladstone, 33. The birds had settled In the woods, 
to the right, and the doge were ordered In that direction. Joe Jr. 
found and pointed a single bird at the edge of the woods, and 
Gladstone also pointed a single bird at the edge of the wo< ds 
further on. Subsequently Mr. Brown and Mr. Wheatley protesU’d 
against the point to Gladstone, as the rules specified that the dog 
pointing should be backed by the oiher dog; Gladstone, they 
claimed, not having backed Joe Jr, but passed him and pointed, 
although another bird than that which Jt>e was pointing, was 
not entitled to the point The judges, however, did not rescind 
their decision.

The dogs, after the bird before the point of each had been 
flushed, ran Into the woods where Joe made two points and 
Gladstone one.

Bryson called him back and he cast off In tie grass-field again, 
which proving barren, the dogs relumed to corn-fleld when Joe 
pointed a brace of birds, but a short dlslance ahead of the spot 
at which Bryson had called GUdsbtne liack; Campbell flushed 
birds, but did not shoot.

Several fields 
were drawn blank when In a grass-field Gladstone wheeled 
and came to a point, and Joe Jr^ turning around a log, about 
which some briers had grown, c<me to a point about the same 
time, but ahead of Gladstone, as he was working to the right 
or Inside. There was little. If any, difference In the lime both 
dogs came Jo a stand; If sny,lt was In favor of Gladstone, but we are 
confide t Joe did not sue Gladstone when he stopped, and therefore 
was not Influenced by him, but made Ihe point Independent of him. 
Major Williams claimed the point for Joe. and CapUIn Henry 
stated that just then his attention had been attract'd elsewhere,and 
be could not determine which dog stopped first, and therefore 
was unable t) decide. “Joe Jr., got the point," said Major 
Williams, “and I shall give It to him " Mr Bryson, who was very 
much annoyed, replied, “ 1 do not say that J'le was not point¬ 
ing, and ‘a not entitled to a point, but I do Insist that Oladflonc 
stopped first, and Is entitled to a point also.’’ " I did not so 
see It,” replied Major IVIIIUms, “and I shall lliercforo Insist 
on Joe having Ihe point."

Never once can 
wo call to mind anything bordertng on an unpleaMDt remark from 
either one to the other. They entered Into thence with a spirit 
of generous and gentlemanly rivalry, and milntolned It to the 
end. At night, after rescblng Florence, where the points were 
being discussed, and some were disposed to exult over Joe’s victory, 
Mr. Campbell deprecated sny such feeling being msnlfesUd.

With no 
sneer or cynldam would 1 check “ the genial current of tbs 
soul." I only wish to ask—are you siacerel 
I have read so many times In the Cbicsoo Fibu) that tbe 
“generous rivalry" of sportsmen, la the chief charm In 
banting. Tbe briAherhood has been praised ad Mnaaeam, for Its 
love for oqe another, tbe desire each takes In the other’s wel¬ 
fare. Bo much baa been said that until lately I had thought we 
formed “ Tbe Altruist Club," and hod for our motto “ I am glad 
that you are glad that I am glad.” 

Of course you know that the “egoist ’’ wants everything best 
for himself. Tbe ego,the I, Is the mao; wbUe tbe altruist Is lining 
for tbe happiness of another, to-wit, hla brother sportsman. In 
tbe Altruist Club, each mao’s happiness depends upon knowing 
tbe next member Is hsppy. Thus baa our teaching run, thus 
have we read In the Chicago Fibld and elsewhere. It should 
be true; Is Itl We are In a generous mood now; we are candid 
now. Answer to yourself the question. Isn’t there a good deal 
of snobbery about this cant! If so, hadn’t we better either 
quit writing It, or else put It In practice! It Is a season when we 
can at least afford to be honest with ourselves. 

On arrival at tbe Club House, do you not run up stairs and 
put your coat on the best bed, and fervently “ thank God ’’ that 
"generous rivalry" baa settled the business for the night! In 
the morning. Is your mind greatly concerned whether anyone 
else has s'goixl “ duck stand ” or not—I mean at least until you 
have got the best) If you meet a sportsman, a stranger, and 
perchance a truer sportsman than either you or I, does gener¬ 
ous rivalry "bid you look upon him as a brother or an Intruder!" 
It would be a little out of tbe line of thought to mention tbe 
gross Individual violations of the game law through the spirit of 
cruelty and selfishness. It would be Idle to go through tbe list. 
Hundreds of Instances come to your mind. 

I advocate no sickly philosophy that would teach man to dis- 
reg>rd himself and forever dance attendance to bis brother's 
wants. The sturdy doctrine of “ love thy neighbor” (and tbe 
limit Is) “ as thyself," Is all I would like to see In practice. I ask 
no man to forget himself. I recegnlxe the pleasure and necessity 
of rivalry, but let It be as well a rivalry of skill and courtesy and 
kindness combined.

Let us either 
now vote to surrender onr charter, disband, and say the Altruist 
Club la tbe aggregation of snobbery, or else let us prove by action 
tbe recreations of tbe sportsman do not lend, as Is so often 
claimed, to cruelty and selfishness. It Is wise, either to have In 
Its best sense “a generous rivalry," or else say no more about It, 
and “let the'devll take tbe hindmost." Better tar, however, 
recall our claim to be trae gentlemen and act accordingly, remem¬ 
bering tbe nohfsMS obUyt of the brotherhood.

A Singnlfir Habit of the Woodcock. 

Among several carious bab ts of the woodcock, described by Ihe 
sditnr of the Zoologitt, Its practice of carrying Ite yoang Is perbaps tbe 
most Inturesllog. Tbe testimony ol many cumpe.eut wlinesees Is 
cited lo corroborate the slatemenl. Tbe Isle L. Lloyd, In his '* Scsndl- 
nsvlsu Advenlares,” wrote: ’* If, In ebootiiig, yon meet wllbabr..od 
of woodcocks, and the young ones cannot fly, the old bird takes them 
separately between her feet, and flies IVom Ihe dogs with a moaning 
cry." 

The same author makes a similar statement In another work, Ibis 
habit of Ihe woodcock having been observed by a frloud. 

One of the brothers Stuart, gives. In “ Lays of tbe Deer Forest," a 
graphic account of the performance. He says: ” As tbe nesta are laid 
on dry ground, and olten at a disunce from moisture, In the latter 
ease, as soon as the young are batched, tbeaold bird will sometimes 
carry them In her claws to the nearest spring or green stripe. In the 
same manner, when In danger, she will rescue those which sue can lift; 
of this we have ftvqnent opportunities for obeervallon lu Tamaway. 
Varluus times when the hounds. In beating Ihe ground, have come 
I non a brood, we have seen the old bird rise with toe vuung one in her 
claws and carry It Ally or a hundred yards away; and if followsd tu the 
place where she pltcned, she hsa repealed the trausportaiiuo until loo 
much harassed. In any sudden alarm she will act In the same way." 
Another method of traurpurtatlon has been observed by Mr. Charles 
St. John, and described In bis " Natural Ulalory and Spurt In Moray." 
Be sajs; ‘*I found out that the old woodcock carries her y ungeven 
when larger than a snipe, not In her claws, which seem quite Incapable 
ofboldlngup any weight, but by clasping the little bird lightly between 
her thighs, and so holding It tightly against her own body.'* 

This uarratur doubts tbe leaslblllty of any other mode of transport, 
and notwithstanding the couflrmatlon of bis report by other observers. 
It Is probable that ine method shown In the engraving la lbs one most 
commonly employed. 

The above extract from tbe Ne.'sntf/le AmtHran, Is backed by 
analogies In tbe case of our own indigenous species. We have 
been repeatedly assured by sportsmen of accurate observations, 
that they have noticed the woodcock, with almost half-grown 
young In tbeir claws, flying along for quite a distance. Tbe 
woodcock certainly bre^, at least to In Western New York, on 
rather rising grounds, which often dry up very quickly In early 
May, when there Is a lack of rain. To feed Its ravenous brood 
of five young, necessity would compel the old birds to carry along 
In their crops. If they possessed such an appendage, a great many 
angle-worms or other like food. As long ta tbe higher meadows 
and slashings, about which the woodcock batches Its young, are 
wet, the whole brood may be found, along tbe little rills trick¬ 
ling through them, where tbe toft earth offers sufllclant opporto- 
nlties for successful boring; but when these dry up the brood 
disappears. It Is questionable whether they can run along tbe 
ground for longer distances os easily as young quails, and Instan¬ 
ces are not wanting where very young broods are discovered 
upon Islands, where they were not hatched, and which they 
would not have reached on tbe wing, when their wings were but 
half developed. 

Full Information upon this point of the natural history of the 
woodcock, on part of thoee who have studied their habits In the 
breeding and not the shooting season, would furnish a welcome 
addition to a full knowledge of the dolugi of this choicest of 
our game birds.

I have quoted Judge Caton’s technical diagnoses of all our 
deer; but it would be unfair to a very entertaining author to 
leave It to be supposed that bis book is mostly, or lo any con¬ 
siderable part, written lo such style. Quite the contrary. It 
breathes throughout the spirit of the true naturalist, l.nbnel 
with a fervid love of nature, and full of enthusiasm. Witness 
the beauty and sentiment of the following passages, with which 
I will conclude this Imperfect notice of a really great work—for 
what hunter’s pulse will nol beat In rhythm with the spirit that 
animates the author beret— 

No saint lo tbe calendar has had more devoted or more pains¬ 
taking disciples than Saint Hubert I lu savage life the pursuit of 
wild beasts or Ihe capture of fish has always been a necessity, and 
lo all ages, snd in all civilised countries, many persona h;ive 
fpund their moat exquisite enjoyments lo the same pursuits. 


Inslgnlflcsnce, that we are permitted there to contemplate such 
sublime display. Far away from ever-reslless city life, and its 
surging crowd and Its tainted air, we love to breathe the air of 
freedom, sweet and uncontauilnated. where every breath revives 
the spirits, stimulates the circuliitloo, awakens the dor i ant ener¬ 
gies, and Inspires new life within us. If this be savage life 
then I am a savage still. If these be traits of character Inherited 
from remote barbarian ancestors, I rejoice that cividxatlon has 
failed to strangle what In them was purest ai:d most elevalliig. 

“But the sportsman of the present day is admitted to a higher 
pleasure than those of ancient times could ever know. For this 
he Is indebted to our civilization, which while It could not eradi¬ 
cate In him a love of nature, has enabled him to understand 
nature,—to become a naturali-st; to know almut that nature 
which surrounds him, and which he loves so well; to appreciate
